Some months ago an able, sin- 
cere and dedicated young Negro 
newspaperman took his family 


and went to 
Ghana, the new 
African nation 
once the old 
Gold Coast col- 
ony of Great 
Britain.

Harvard, he had |, 


fone all his work in Memphis, 
Tenn. and Atlanta, Ga. As man- 
aging editor of the Atlanta 
Daily World he had, by 
his personal integrity, balance 
end consistent policy of going by 
the facts, made himself widely 
known and respected. An Ogden 
Reid Fellowship enabled him to 
make this African study. 


In a letter from Accra, capital 
city of Ghana, he writes his im- 
pressions after three months of 
active leg-work observation. His 
major observations are these: 


“IT don’t have to tell you that 
this is really fascinating country. 
For the past three months I have 
been moving between Ghana, 
Togoland, Dahomey, French ter- 
ritories and Nigeria. The experi- 
ence is like moving across three 
worlds at the same time. What 
I have been able to see during

Intense Fi eeling 


“The feeling of nationalism is 
intense through West Africa. 
There seems to be no course 
other than final self-gov- 
ernment for the millions who 
have experienced colonial rule. 
But despite the deep feeling for 


self-government, Africans seem- 
ingly have acquired no strong de-. 
sire for Russian communism. 
The millions still look to the West 
for leadership, skills and finan- 
cial aid. It’s frightening the way 
they look to America for so much. 
The constant cry, in Ghana and 
here in Nigeria, ‘Send us more 
Americans to help us build the 
kind of country we need.’ 


“But there is also criticism; 
criticism against our foreign pol- 
icy, our moves in the Middle 
East, with Red China and the 
support we continue to give 
France. France’s colonial past 
and make her unpopular. 
She holds a total area here 20 
times larger than continental 
France. 


‘We are also hit on South Af- 
rica’s racism, and more so of 
jate on our school situation.

Is a ‘Lame Duck’ 


Retiring State. Sen. Glenn Pelham, 


*of Cairo, made a sensible speech before 
his hometown Kiwanis Club the other 
* day in which he advanced a program to 


return state government to the people. 


» His suggestions included the following: 


1. Permit state senators to succeed 


. themselves. 
2. Put the state budget and finances 
back under control of the Legislature. 


3. Stop unnecessary authority-type 


* financing. 


4. Cut the number of boards and bu- 
reaus drastically. 


Much of this program has been ad- 
vocated by Gov.-Nominate Ernest Van- 
diver before and after the recent pri- 
mary. He appears both sincere and con- 
sistent and has legislative groups study- 
ing ways to bring these changes about. 

The proposal to stop the rotation sys- 
tem in electing senators has not been en- 
dorsed by Mr. Vandiver but it would do 
more to strengthen the legislative branch 
than any proposal which has been of- 
fered. Under the present setup all sena- 
tors with the exception of two are lame 
ducks the day they are elected. 

Restoration of legislative responsi- 
bility over state funds, thus removing 
the club of reprisal which now hangs 
over the General Assembly’s head, is 
basic to a balanced state government. 
Certainly the present 300-million-dollar 
authority debt is about all the present 
economic ability of the state can uphold. 

Sen. Pelham also pointed out meth- 
ods in which citizens can help to upgrade 
ethics and standards in government. He 
suggested (a) really know for whom you 
are voting; (b) keep your legislators in- 
formed as to what you believe is best; 
(c) object and take appropriate action to 
curb law violations, especially among 
public officials; (d) educate yourselves to 
politics to overcome apathy and increase 
effectiveness of action for the public 
service. 

Certainly this business of good gov- 
ernment is a two-way street. Lack of in- 
terest on the part of voters themselves is 
an invitation to unscrupulous politicians 
and others to do as they please. 

Sen: Pelham’s prescription is worthy 
of consideration by all citizens. But let 
it be noted that his voice will not be 
heard in the Senate at the coming cru- 
cial session of the General Assembly. He 
was a lame duck, unable to succeed him- 
self.

California Discovers 
Peril of Radioactivity 


Californians, reportedly a people of 
great sophistication and incredible im- 
maturity, have suddenly discovered ra- 
dioactive fallout. 


The mayor of Los Angeles, suddenly 
acting as if he could taste the dregs of 
a nuclear bomb in his coffee, went into 
action demanding something. be. done 
when radioactive readings went higher 
than ever before. The tests, 250 miles 
away, definitely had been blown into 
Los Angeles’ smog. All: southern Cali- 
fornia was in a tizzy. 

The AEC, which sometimes seems to 
us to deal also in soft soap, said there 
was no need to worry. Just a little radio- 
active stuff in the milk, the air, and on 
the vegetables. Nothing to worry about. 
Nowhere near the danger point. 

But people are worrying. And the fact 
the United States has announced it will 
explode no more nuclear weapons for a 
year is good news. In Geneva the Rus- 
sians, in a typical propaganda stunt, are 
Saying they will agree to no ban save 
one which lasts forever. We’ve proposed 
a year—with options for extending 1t. 

The pressure will be on the Russians 
and we likely will get some sort of un- 
easy, uncertain agreement not to test nu- 
clear bombs. Any sort of start will be 
better than none. Mankind has the abil- 
ity to destroy much of human life, leav- 
ing perhaps a few pygmies and savages 
in remote mountains and jungles to pick 
up the business of repopulating the earth.

This thing is getting to be serious 
when Los Angeles is threatened.

Rejection by Boris Pasternak, Soviet 
winner of the prize in literature, of this 
world honor was another shock to civil- 
ized society. Subjected to unbelievable 
pressure and vilification by his Commu- 
nist masters, his action under force serves 
notice again that in Russia there is no 
freedom of thought or action. 

But the great message of “Doctor 
Zhivago” will outlive all of Pasternak’s 
tormentors. Typical and apropos is this 
quotation from his book: 


“The most important thing is that 
Christ speaks in parables taken from life, 
that He explains the truth in terms of 
everyday reality. The idea that underlies 
this is that communism between mortals 
is immortal and*that the whole of life 
is symbolic because it is meaningful.” 


The Communist system brooks no 
fivals, mortal or immortal. That is the 
tragedy of Pasternak and of all who must 
live under it.

Dawson in North Georgia 


Home of Tumbling Water 


Dawson County, in central north Georgia, was created from 
Gilmer and Lumpkin counties in 1857, ranking 118th in creation. 
The county and its county séat, Dawsonville, were named for 
Judge William C. Dawson, compiler of the laws of Georgia who 
served in both houses of the General Assembly and Congress be- 
fore the Civil War. 


Amicalola (Cherokee for “‘tumbling waters’) Falls State Park 
is in Dawson County on Ga. 52. The falls, the 
highest in the state, consist of seven beautiful 
cataracts. They are 13 miles northwest of Daw- 
sonville. Heard Shoals, six miles west of Daw- 
sonville on Ga. 43, consists of several small 
cataracts that look like snow when viewed from 
a distance. 


A finger of Lake Lanier extends into the east- 
ern part of the county and about 5,000 acres of the Chattahoochee 
National Forest are in the north portion. The Etowah River flows 
through the county. 


Dawson County covers 213 square miles, ranking 136th in size. 
The county has a population of 3,300 (1957 estimate) and ranked | 
155th in population in the 1950 census. Dawsonville had a popula- 
tion of 318 (1950 census). 


There were 605 farms in the county in 1954. About 71 per cent 
of the acreage was in woodlands and only 6 per cent in harvested 
crops. Poultry and poultry products brought in almost 93 per cent 
of the farm income. Dawson ranked 13th in broiler production. | 


Highways running through the county are U.S. 19, and Ga. 52, | 
136, 183, 136, 53, 9, 9E and 226. |

“We are’a relatively young 
organization,” she observed. 
“For some reason, people used 
to think there was no need for 
such clubs for girls. as there 
were for boys. Probably be- 
cause the girls stayed home 
with mama to learn the neces- 
sary home-making arts. But, of 
course, many of them didn’t 
learn, and gradually the need- 
for an organization to fill the 
gap in the lives of the girls was 
recognized.” 


But she warned that the need 
has not yet been fulfilled.

Code of honor regulations also 
require students to show proper 
respect for the helpfulness of 
the teachers, the efforts of fel- 
low students, school property 
and the institution’s rules and 
regulations. 

Three phases of school life are 
included under the dependabili- 
ty section of the code: Striving 
to show dependability in school 
studies, school clubs and .in 
sports. 

The morally conscious youths 
are striving to be cognizant of 
their moral duty to take exam- 
inations without help to, or 
from, other students, their re- 
‘sponsibility to be a good -ex- 
ample to others by the words 
they say and the things they 
do, and of their intention to be 
the best they can at school, in 


the community and at home. 


Students 
themselves to practice good 
sportsmanship toward the team 


with which they play the game, | 


toward the team against which 
they play, and toward their 
classmates wherever -they may 
be together. 


The final pledge of the code 
calls for students to be present 
for every class, every meeting 
of the clubs to which they be- 
long, and for every school event 


for high school and college stu- 
dents enrolled in business sub- 
jects. Operating as a part of 
the school program under the 
guidance of business teachers, 
school administrators and busi- 
nessmen, it is “democratically 
organized and designed for all 
business students.’’ Devoted to 
providing young men and wom- 
en with educational, vocational 
and leadership experiences, 
FBLA encourages improvement 
in scholarship, promotes school 
loyalty and strengthens the con- 
fidence of young adults in them- 
selves and their work.

The raging battle between brains and brawn in today’s high 
schools draws arrows of indignation from most students who 
wrote Young Ideas this week. And while the majority admit 
brains are losing the hard-fought battle, at least as far as recog- 
nition of achievement is concerned, few can offer concrete sug- 
gestions for a winning campaign by the battle-scarred, study- 
conscious fighters. Many students criticized the concentration on 
athletic prowess, and declared “brainy” members of the student 


* body deserve even more acclaim than those whose achievements 


are confined to the field of sports. However, they see winning 
such recognition still as more of a challenge than a promise. 


In this week's winning letter, Terry Pickett, Crawfordville, a 
senior at Alexander Stephens -Institute, views the question from 
the standpoint of a student who has “the great advantage of 
having not much’”’ of either brains or brawn, and ‘“‘can observe 
the matter in an abstract manner.’’ Terry insists ‘“‘in our schools, 
both are offered and neither overbalanced too often:’’ 


First, I considered the question in application to the fu- 
ture. ...I see all around me complicated mechanisms that 
I’m completely unable to decipher....A greater mental 
capacity would prove beneficial to myself and my generation. 
Yet I cannot fail to notice that physical aptitude can be very 
useful. I find myself envying the star athletes after they’ve 
jvst completed a track race, scored a basket or made a touch- 
down and all the girls crowd about them. I know of many 
men in well-paid fields, such as forestry, agriculture, engi- 
neering and they depend greatly on their physical good 
health, yet they need brains... . 


There are as many scholarships and recognitions for the 
studious as for the athletic. Of course it ts inevitable that a 
minority, in either course, with extraordinary talent or abil- 
ity will receive some special attention. It seems to me, as I’ve 
watched them, that students who excel in good grades and 
scholastic achievement appear to be proud without fanfare. 
But they receive their praise through the Beta Club, repre- 
senting the school in debates and other meetings, and finally 
being accepted into any college they choose to attend. 


Perhaps we could use a little less of one or the other, 
but somehow I doubt it. There are those who study and learn, 
no matter what the conditions. There are those who will play 
games and lead in extracurricular activities. And last, but 
not least, there are those, more like myself, who excel in 
neither study nor athletics, but go to their studies with aver- 
age results, and yell for their team on game nights. Then 
try like mad to get into their chosen college. 


Shirley James, 13, College Park, points out “survival of the 
fittest pertains to the person who can use his or her mind to its 
best ability, and go out into the world to succeed:”’ 


It takes brains to get anywhere in this world of com-

plexity. If you have both brains and brawn, it’s all the bet- 
ter, providing you're a boy. However, even the strength of 
Atlas won't feed the brain or guarantee financial security. 
Boys sometimes try to be “he-men” and the handsomest guys 
in the school. But most girls want a boy friend with well- 
rounded capabilities, both mentally and physically. 


There definitely should be more recognition of outstand- 
ing scholastic achievements .. . the main problem now is to 
provide more challenges to the gifted students, and arouse 
greater interest in the average students. If the brainy students 
have a goal to strive for, they will surely do much better 
work. In all probability, they will come out ahead in the 
“brains and brawn race.” There is too much emphasis on 
sports in high school. Today’s students concentrate more on 
who'll make the team, or who's going to win the game than 
‘on their studies. Brawn is important, but it’s the brain power 
of today’s youth that will make tomorrow’s world a better 
place in which to live. 


Atlantan Carole Marion Kenney, 16, declares brawn is defeating 
brains, but points out that in most schools a player must maintain 
at least a “B’’ average scholastically to obtain and keep his 
position on the team: 


Sports are just as important in developing a strong, 
sound body as the prescribed classroom studies are important 
in developing a strong, sound mind. In order to receive the 
full benefit, both must be evenly combined. If each school 
would make it compulsofy that students desiring to partici- 
pate in competitive sports maintain a high scholastic average, 
it would impress upon the minds of the students the im- 
portance of both brains and brawn. 


Pat Ray, 17, Fairburn, believes today’s young people have an 
important decision to make—whether or not good grades are more 
important than popularity, because “it seems one cannot be both:” 


If only half as much encouragement were given the 
studious as the athletic, what a great country would emerge! 
It seems the intellectuals of today are ridiculed and laughed 
at instead of praised. Good grades are not accidents! There 
is as much work for most people to make good grades as 
there is to run the many yards for a touchdown. ... It will 
eventually be the intellect that comes out ontop. The muscle- 
bound will not always rule. There'll come a day when the 
intellectual will win out because of the pressure of sputniks, 
missiles, H-bombs and the like. 


Bunny Parks of Manchester poses a couple of questions, and 
adds that no satisfactory answers have yet been found: 


Was it Samson’s brawn or brain that finally triumphed 
over his enemies? Was it David’s brain or his well-trained 
muscles that felled Goliath? Is it brawn or brain that wins 
football games? I haven’t yet found any satisfactory answers,

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but I have observed that it’s brawn most people applaud. 
Compare the mob of people at athletic contests with the 
handful who attend debating or literary meets. It hardly 
seems fair for those who work so hard for scholastic honors 
to receive so little recognition, and the big muscle boys to 
receive so much 


Harold Hawkins, Decatur, believes the battle derives from 
each individual's desire for respect and recognition, and while 
the scholar seeks this through mental prowess, the athlete must 
seek it through accomplishments on the field: 


It’s impossible to determine whether scholarship is more 
important. ... Each is prejudiced by his own particular 
ability. Since it’s not easy to decide which is more important, 
recognition for outstanding achievement should he approxi- 
mately the same for athlete and scholar. . .. Within recent 
years, appreciation and respect for scholarship has been im- 
proved ... but still has not reached the level of recognition 
for athletics. However, the day of equal respeet is in sight. 
Recognition for athletic accomplishment is usually manifest 
in a letter. The scholar does not necessarily want a letter, 
but rather a general acceptance by his fellow student that 
scholarship is just as important as athletics. 


Among the many students who declare “brains” shoul have 
more recognition. but who also believe such will never be the 
case are Jimmy Turner, 16, Fairburn, who thinks most young peo- 
ple agree “brains are for the squareheads who are too far gone to 
even try to help,’’ Allen Jennins, 17, who observes that while the 
musclemen are in the limelight more, ‘‘people with scholastic abil- 
ity will be remembered longer,’’ and Eddie Willingham, 18, who in- 
sists “‘brains can never make the team. They just don’t fit in the 
crowd and will always be called oddballs, squares and cubes. 
Brains will always be more popular,” he added. “The eggheads 
are for the birds.” 


Myrna Jean Banks, 17, College Park, declares there never ac- 
tually will be a winner between intellectual power and muscular 
ability, and points out: 


It takes a great deal of studying of a wide variety of sub- 
jects for one to become what is known as a brain. a very 
smart person. There have been many developments because 
of someone having the initiative to learn, then using their 
knowledge for creative thinking. It takes one with both 
brain and brawn to get the most out of life. A football play- 
er who makes a touchdown is making his brawn visible to 
the public. He also has to have brains to know just how to 
work his way to the goal line. It takes brains to figure out 
new and better ways to outfor the opponent. Therefore, 
there will never be a decisive answer to the question, “Can 
brains win the battle with brawn?” There will always be 
some things that brain cannot do without brawn, and some 
things that brawn cannot do without brain.
